j hooves every governmental official to 
iuse every effort and influence to aid 
in reducing this tremendous loss. 


"The consensus of opinion, expressed 


by leaders of industry, heads of great 
labor organizations and government 
officials, attending the industrial acci- 
ident prevention conference, which I 
called in Harrisburg March 23, was 
that every employer should develop 
in his works an efficient safety orga- 
nization headed by the chief adminis- 
trating officer and including represen- 
tatives from the employes. 
This 


thought was formally expressed in 
resolutions adopted by the members 
of the conference. 


"Since this safety plan was so un- 


animously endorsed by these practi- 
cal men of large affairs I feel that 
it is my duty as the chief official of 
administration of our state organiza- 
tion, to follow the thought of that 
meeting and have the commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania set an example for 


an example to every industrial estab- 
lishment within the state by forming 
an organization for "Safety First" 
among its department heads and em- 
ployes located in all sections of the 
commonwealth.
